Jesus and the twelve were young men. ..much 
younger than I, myself, am. They shook their world by 
reason of a divine dynamic. But it should not be over- 
looked that Jesus’ disciples were also too young to have 
been inoculated with lethal doses of traditionalism 
which stifle faith, boldness and creativity. 


Iam 45 years old. 

I am still excitable, but youth are more exciting. I 
am moved by a summons to bold belief, but youth 
believe anything is possible. | am far from dead, but 
youth are vibrantly alive. | am too wise to overlook 
limitations, but youth tend to believe there are none. 
Youth need to be exhorted to wisdom, but the more 
mature are often dulled in the supposition that they 
possess it. 


I weary over the trite saying, “Our only hope for 
tomorrow is the youth of today.” Clichéd phrases pan- 
dering to sentimentalism do not address the issue. The 
obvious is clear: without a new generation there will be 
none to become the next. But what kind of generation? 
That is the question. And how we contribute to its 
answer determines if that generation shall “break- 
through” the ennui and mediocrity of their world to 
bring life and health at ever new dimensions.

I hold no cynicism concerning my own generatic 
nor the one preceding me, but I believe our finest h 
will be inherited: by our children. To bequeath this: 

I will not concede to tl 
idolatry of the youth-worship which indulges whit 
and fails to yoke them in discipleship. Nor will I hee 
the fool’s call to kneel at the shrine of generation-gaf 
ism. I doubt the new generation can prepare for i 
grandeur tomorrows without my generation’s part if 
their lives today. The fresh oil of anointing awaits 
them, and it is my privilege to point the way to that 
altar of commitment and quickening. 

I am a pastor. I am a college president. I am a be 
liever of the year 1980. But my expectation for the 
Church is wrapped up in the ones who shall breach the 
Third Millennium a.p. with the promise fulfilled inj 
them: ‘The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, because he 
hath anointed me... .”

_ In recent years there has been considerable 
iscussion as to the reliability of Scripture. 
Nords like “infallible” and “inerrant” have 
been tossed to and fro in Christian circles. Out 
f this debate there has arisen a fellowship 
jommitted solely to declaring the inerrancy of 
scripture. The International Council on Bibli- 
al Inerrancy is becoming a strong and re- 
pected voice in evangelical circles. As a 
ember of ICBI, I, too, am committed to the 
errancy of Scripture. 

~ There is another issue surrounding the ques- 
on of Scripture which also calls for serious 
onsideration. The question itself is quite sim- 
ble: “What shall we accept as the Word of 
od?’’ One obviously points to the Bible as 
od’s authoritative Word and wonders about 
ve revelancy of the question. I, too, whole- 
neartedly agree that the Bible is unquestion- 
bly the authoritative Word of God. The ques- 
on is relevant, however, because, while we do 
ot question the self-vindicating authority of 
scripture, we are sometimes tempted to accept 
yithout question the authenticity of a word of 
prophecy, tongues and interpretation, or the 
pparent operation of one of the other gifts. 

In I Corinthians 14:26-33, Paul clearly sets 
he precedent for us to judge the operation of 
he gifts. Church history is replete with exam- 
bles of those who eventually fell into heresy by 
placing what appeared to be a manifestation of 
ne of the gifts on equal authority with Scrip- 
ure. Such an error inevitably leads to disaster. 
lease note that I am not suggesting that the 
peration of the gifts is not a valid means 
rough which we receive a word from God. 
Quite the contrary. I thank God for the man- 
festations of the Spirit which speak vibrant 
ruth directly to the point of our contemporary 
1eed. 

The purpose of this discussion is to call atten- 
ion to the differences between the objective 
uthority of Scripture and the subjective au- 
hority of the gifts operating within our local 
ssemblies. 


God has providentially set before us an au- 
thentic and authoritative canon of Scripture. 
These Scriptures lead us unto salvation and 
maturity in Christ. This canon of Scripture is 
the objective Word of God. That is, at this point 
in history we are not called upon to judge their 
authenticity or authority. The Scriptures apply 
to us and forever judge us regardless of wheth- 
er or not we accept their authority. God’s writ- 
ten Word is absolute truth. 

The operation of the gifts, on the other hand, 
represents the subjective Word of God. That is, 
we are responsible to judge what appears to be 
the operation of any gift to determine if God is 
actually speaking to us. When a brother or sis- 
ter speaks a word to us, we are not to receive it 
as automatically authoritative. The uncritical 
acceptance of such has the potential of leading 
us astray. Any word spoken as the operation of 
one of the gifts must be judged by the written 
Word and the context into which it is spoken. 

Many of the cults have fallen victim to plac- 
ing what appeared to be a manifestation of the 
Spirit on the same level of authority as the Bi- 
ble. Placing any such “word” on the same level 
as Scripture has the potential of leading one 
into confusion and eventually heresy. The se- 
riousness of confusing the objective and the 
subjective Word of God is immediately obvious 
in some of the cults where the word of a man, 
who claimed to be speaking for God, is given 
equal authority with Scripture. 


This discussion is not in any way intended to 
rob us of the edification received through the 
operation of the gifts. Itis intended, however, to 
caution us to keep the operation of the gifts in 
proper perspective. If we are to be truly biblical 
in our approach to the gifts, we must be willing 
to accept the responsibility of judging their 
operation. 

In our attempt to be biblical, if we were to 
inadvertently and wrongly judge an operation 
of one of the gifts, we would surely miss a bless- 
ing. On the other hand, if we were to wrongly 
judge Scripture, we would surely miss heaven! 
May God help us to be always open to what the 
Spirit is saying and, at the same time, be cau- 
tiously aware of the difference between the ob- 
jective and the subjective Word of God. ‘4

Equipping the Next Generation 


Tt was during World War II while Art Wolf 
was taking officers’ training in the Marine 
Corps that he first felt a call to dedicate his life 
to the ministry. “At that time I became more 
and more aware of the spiritual needs of the 
world and decided to apply for entrance into 
chaplain’s training. But due to the fact that mar- 
ried applicants were not being accepted at that 
time, the realization of my desire was not possi- 
ble,” states Dean Wolf. However, God was be- 
ginning a work in First Lieutenant Wolf’s life 
that would lead him to L.L.FE. Bible College in 
Los Angeles upon completion of his university 
training at Colorado State University where he 
graduated in 1946 with a Bachelor of Science 
degree. 

Presently serving as the Dean of L.LFE. Bi- 
ble College of Canada, when Dr. Wolf began 
preparing for the ministry, he did not take with 
him a background of religious training. Grow- 
ing up on a ranch just south of Colorado 
Springs, Colorado, Dean Wolf had no church 
affiliation during this period of his life. It was 
while he was attending Colorado State Univer- 
sity at Fort Collins (prior to his military duty) 
that he accepted Christ as his personal Savior 
while attending a Baptist church. Upon his con- 
version, Art found a new direction for his life 
which would eventually lead him into the 
training of men and women for the ministry. 

Upon graduation from L.LFE. Bible College 
in 1951 with a Bachelor of Divinity degree, Dr. 
Wolf spent eight years serving as pastor of the 
Danville, Illinois Foursquare Church and re- 
ceived his Doctor of Theology degree from 
L.LF-E. Bible College during this period. 

While ministering in Danville, a call came to 
Dr. Wolf from Mount Vernon Bible College 
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located in Mount Vernon, Ohio, to serve as 
Business Administrator and member of the 
teaching staff. Serving at Mount Vernon Bible 
College during its early years, Dr. Wolf made a 
great contribution to the stabilizing of its foun- 
dation during this period and was a great a : 
ence upon the lives of its students. 
After serving on the staff of Mount Vernon 
Bible College for six years, Dr. Wolf accepted 
the position of Dean of L.I.F.E. Bible College of 
Canada in 1965 as well as the pastorate of the 
Hastings, B.C. Foursquare Church.. Presently 
completing 14 years with the Bible College, Dr. 
Wolf served as pastor of the Hastings, B.C, 
Church for two years and pastor of the Burnaby 
Mountain, B.C. Church for seven years. ; 
Dr. Wolf's wife, Joanne, works hand-in-hand 
with her husband in their ministry at L.LE.E. of 
Canada. A graduate of L.I-F.E. Bible College of 
Los Angeles, Joanne also attended the Univer- 
sity of Illinois in Urbana, Illinois. At Mount 
Vernon Bible College, Joanne shared in the 
teaching ministry as well as assisting in the ad- 
ministration office. She has shared in teaching 
at L.I.F.E. of Canada and has been secretary for 
all the administrative work of the college. 
Dean Wolf finds that the greatest obstacle 
Satan uses in keeping men and women from 
answering God’s call to the ministry is the at- 
traction of position or “so called security” that is 
offered and available to young people in our 
day. But in his many years of training prospec- 
tive ministers, Dr. Wolf finds this ministry a real 
joy as he sees men and women grow and de- 
velop during their college years. He concludes, 
“Probably the greatest reward is to see these 
young people develop into well-equipped and 
able ministers, serving in growing churches,”

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Situated in America’s foremost desert resort, 
Palm Springs, California, is a church of be- 
lievers which is dedicated to the work of the 
Lord. Pastored by Reverend and Mrs. Jack 
Morrow, Desert Chapel Foursquare Church 
has grown in size and ministry since its begin- 
ning in 1951. 

God called Jack and Jessie Mae Morrow to 
pioneer a church in Palm Springs while they 
were seniors at L.I.F.E. Bible College. Since 
their graduation from Bible College, they have 
experienced 28 years of fruitful ministry for the 
Lord as Desert Chapel has realized a growth of 
about 400 people. Pastor Morrow comments 
that the growth has been slow, but very solid. 

One of the many ministries of Desert Chapel 
includes the oldest religious broadcast in Palm 
Springs—a town with a population of 32,000. 
The church congregation, which is made up of 
professional people, businessmen, laborers, 
and retired folk, is ministered to through strong 
Bible teaching and praiseful worship. Rever- 
end and Mrs. Ed Brown assist the Morrows in 
the ministry of the church as Ministers of 
Christian Education and Youth. 

To house the growing congregation, construc- 
tion began on a new church building in Janu- 
ary, 1977. By choosing not to borrow a penny 
for the new building, Pastor Morrow states that 
the members of Desert Chapel ‘‘put the faith 
principle to the test in this building program.” 
God has honored their faith as the new church 
is now completed and along with the property 
is worth $700,000. 

“Without a mortgage to worry about,” says 
Morrow, “we will have the opportunity of 
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going right into planning for our next building 
phase.” 

Indeed, the members of the congregation of 
Desert Chapel not only manifested faith as they 
trusted the Lord to provide the means for their 
new church building, but they also manifested 
dedication. Pastor Morrow adds, “The people 
just began rallying behind the project and by 
doing the work ourselves, we really cut con- 
struction costs. In addition, the money for mate- 
rials came mostly from contributions by mem- 
bers of the congregation.” 

For 15 months, church members donated 
their time on Saturdays to work on the building. 
Ladies provided meals for the workers each 
Saturday, and those unable to work, physically, 
donated money to purchase materials and 
equipment. 

The completed building consists of a cylin- 
drical hub that houses a sanctuary capable of 
seating approximately 600 worshipers, as well 
as two connected wings. One wing is used for 
educational activities, while the other functions 
as a fellowship hall and kitchen. The fan- 
shaped sanctuary is highlighted by pew seats 
upholstered in royal purple and a stained glass 
window at the second-story baptismal pool. 

Desert Chapel was recently chosen as one of 
the final five Golden Palm Award nominees, 
which recognizes architects and developers for 
their contributions to better architecture within 
the city of Palm Springs. 

Pastor Morrow shares, “We definitely felt the 
call of God to come to Palm Springs for this 
work and the best thing is not the new building,

\ ian For 28 years Mrs, Dora Beebe suffered from 
| severe headaches. During the entire period 
since their inception, she continued to stand on 
God’s promise, “I will never leave thee, nor 
forsake thee” (Heb. 13:5), 
_ In 1951, Dora began awakening with head- 
aches almost every morning. As time went by, 
the headaches grew worse until there were 


times when the pain and effects of the pressure - 


in the back of her head would almost blind her. 

The pain frequently forced her to stay in bed 

for as many as four days. Every heartbeat 

_ seemed to explode in her head, and often the 
pain was so severe that she could not bear it 
when her husband, Edgar, would simply walk 
across the floors of the house. 

“While at work I would begin to get very 

- sick,” shares Dora. “I would take aspirin, which 
would build up in my body and cause my stom- 
ach to burn. My head would pound with pain, 
and I would end up collapsing against a file 
cabinet until I could gather the strength to go 
home. 

“I never doubted that God could and would 
heal me. I clung to His promise that He would 
never leave me nor forsake me. Pastor Harvey 
Ross, of the Des Moines, Iowa Foursquare 
Church, and others would pray for me, and the 
prayers would ease the pain, but the headaches 
would return. Yet, I knew that God would heal 
me,” testifies Dora. 

Again Dora went forward for prayer during a 
Sunday in August, 1978. As she responded that 
day, she did not have a headache but, instead, 
feared its return. As Pastor Ross prayed, he 
asked the Lord to help them to be able to sense 
the cause of these headaches, not just the symp- 
toms. He was aware that there was a need to 
discover the root cause of her illness. The fol- 
lowing week Dora was talking with a friend 
who shared that she knew of a person who had 
experienced similar headaches, and it was di- 
agnosed that they were caused by low blood 
sugar. 

Dora states, “I decided to visit my doctor and 
ask for the low blood sugar tests. On the last of 
the six tests, it was found that low blood sugar 
was my problem. A change in my diet resulted 
in complete freedom of these headaches. You 
can’t believe the peace of mind that has come 
into my life. I wake up every morning with a 
desire to work. God’s promise is true—He 
never left me nor forsook me. He is so good!” - 

This miracle. . . this answer to prayer after 28 
years of suffering came as a result of a prayer 
ministry within the body of the Des Moines 
Foursquare Church. Pastor Ross remarks, “‘I 
prayed for Dora many times. She would come 
to the services with these severe headaches and 
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Dora Beebe preparing dinner for church fellowship.

ask for prayer. Starting in July of 1978, how- © 
ever, we began to see a real prayer ministry in 
the church. Many people committed them- 
selves to ‘around the clock’ prayer, interceding 
for the ministry of the church.

Papua New Guinea—The 14th 
Annual National Convention, held 
September 24-28, 1979, proved to 
be a historical milestone with 4,000 
Papua New Guinean Christians at- 
tending. It was held in the auditorium 
at Kapakamarigi Station which is a 
church seating (knees to back ona 
bamboo floor) 3,000 people. The 
speakers, who included Missionary 
Mason Hughes, Reverend Martin— 
Secretary of the Evangelical Al- 
liance of the South Pacific, Rever- 
end Sopera from the Summer In- 
stitute of Linguistics, and National 
workers, all emphasized the theme, 
“Jesus Christ, Lord of All’ (Acts 
10:36). 


One night, the motion picture, 
“Cargo From the Silver Bird,” which 
presents the story of the Foursquare 
work in Papua New Guinea, was 
shown, and the roof vibrated with 
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international update: 


shouts as the people recognized 
themselves or friends in the picture. 
Results of God’s miracle working 
power, which took place at the con- 
vention, included: 40 healings; 32 
saved; 67 baptized with the Holy 
Spirit; and 141 rededication of lives 
to the Lord. 


God also provided a miracle re- 
garding the weather. The Highlands 
had not had rain for five months. 
When the convention started on 
Monday, there was only one inch of 
water in the bottom of the 6,000- 
gallon cement water tanks. As rain 
water is the only source of water 
supply, the situation was critical. By 
Tuesday, the water was depleted 
and the people began to cry to their 
Heavenly Father for a miracle. 
Wednesday afternoon a black cloud 
gathered over the convention site, 
and soon there was a heavy down- 
pour. Shouts of praise were heard 
all over the camp. In other areas, 
many of the tribal ‘“‘medicine men” 


or ‘‘rainmakers’’ had performed 
their rituals attempting to get rain, 
but to no avail. But when the Chris- 
tians cried to the God of the uni- 
verse, He heard and answered their 
prayers. This rain provided all the 
water that was needed. 

The last exciting day of the con- 
vention started at 4:30 a.m. as 
groups gathered in the church to 
sing and praise God. The conclud- 
ing sermon was brought by Mission- 
ary Mason Hughes, with the pastors 
praying for one another at the close, 
and each one rededicating himself 
to the work of the Lord.

Arcadia, California

The Andrae Crouch song ‘‘Tell Them”’ 
provides the theme for a telecast by that 
name from the Arcadia, Ca. (Victory 
Chapel) Foursquare Church, pastored 
by Lloyd and Gladys Johnson. 

The ministry of the Johnsons finds its 
motivation in the words of Jesus, ‘‘The 
Spirit of the Lord is upon me . . . to set 
at liberty them that are bruised’’ (Lk. 
4:18). During their more than 12 years of 
ministry in Arcadia, this has been the 
Johnsons’ theme and burden—to set at 
liberty those whom life has bruised. 

In the summer of 1977, the pastors 
began to experiment with television. 
Immediately the Lord blessed their 
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Reverend and Mrs. Lloyd Johnson on 
the set of ‘Tell Them.”

“Tell Them” is taped in the church 
sanctuary, which becomes a television 
studio every Tuesday evening. Men from 
the church act as director, cameramen 
and soundmen, donating their time and 
talents. No appeal for funds is made on 
the programs, but instead, this 
congregation believes the Lord to totally ~ 
provide every financial need.

At present, ‘Tell Them’’ is aired in L 
San Diego, Ca. on Wednesday evenings 
at 10 p.m. over Christian 
Communications Channel 4 and Cable 
25; Channel 8, Cable in Long Beach, 

Ca., and over Theta Cable, Channel 3 in” 
the Los Angeles area. Also, the Sunday 
Morning Services are taped and sent to 
South Africa in the Transvaal area of 
Johannesburg where Christian 
businessmen have purchased video 
machines and hold services in their 
homes, since Christian broadcasting is 
not allowed over government owned 
stations. Nineteen homes where 
meetings are held, utilize the tapes. 
Recently the Lord has provided an outlet — 
for the video tapes in Sri Lanka and 

India. 

Since May, 1975, the church has 
sponsored a radio broadcast over 
KFSG, sending 30 minutes of the 
Sunday Morning Service to listeners in 
the Los Angeles area. This outreach 
ministry also receives many 
confirmations of the Lord’s blessing.

of a concert scheduled for Memorial Coliseum 
which would feature expert imitators of Elvis and 
his singing. Ballyhooed as the “world’s largest sé- 

-ance,”’ the “experiment’”’ was to be conducted by 

/aso-called medium flown in from Florida. 

__ Pastor Allan Hamilton of the Portland Foursquare 
Church and other Christian leaders realized that an 
“all we can do is pray” approach likely would not 
stop the séance. Certainly they would pray. In fact, 
they booked the Georgia-Pacific Room in the same 

_complex for a simultaneous prayer meeting the 

night of the concert. But they did more. They con- 
tacted the radio station sponsoring the event 

-which was to be a charity benefit for the United 

Way. They pointed out the scriptural prohibitions 

and divine denunciations of spiritism, witchcraft, 

and all occult practises. They complained of the 
spiritual damage such an affair could wreak on 
many lives, and how its consequences could coun-

moters of the event. Television news carried Pastor 
Hamilton and superimposed the Scripture texts 
against the occult during his interview. 

Late the night before the concert the “medium”’ 
telephoned Pastor Hamilton. The next morning 


early she called again, making him a bit late for an 
Oregon State N.A.E. board meeting where he de- 


tailed the situation. “| am not a medium,” the 
Miami psychic protested. She had been billed as 
such in the publicity. ‘I am scared to death of de- 
mons — don’t want anything to do with them,” she 
continued. She told Pastor Hamilton that she 
would not conduct a séance. There would be no 
attempt to make occult contact with Elvis. She in- 
stead, proposed to hold a memorial service. 


The day after the concert, the Oregon Journal 
front page had headlines, “Prayers Halt Elvis Sé- 
ance.”’ While 5000 spectators less than half filled 
the Coliseum arena, 600 Christians filled the Geor- 
gia Pacific Room with praises and prayer. Everyone 
coming to the concert was handed literature out- 
lining the Bible prohibition of the occult. And the 
press commented that no one seemed to mind the 
substitution of the memorial service for the 
seance.
